Artery of Civilization 
; \. PRINTING Je 4 
This is a reprint article taken from 
the CIL Oval written by L. C. Hazelton 


One of Gutenberg’s first tasks was 
to make and set enough type to print 
pages for the now famous Gutenberg 
Bible. This was a gigantic job, but 
once all the type was set prints eould 
be made for distribution throughout 
the land. Today over seventeen million 
copies of the Scripture are printed 
yearly, in 1,084 languages, fot distri- 
bution the world over. Processes and 
production methods have changed but 
in most cases individual 
type are still ‘used. 

As early as 1539 printing was first 
introduced in North America. Juan 
Cromberger, leading printer at Seville, 
Spain, started a printing office and 
contracted with one Juan Pablos to 
gz0 to Mexico. 

The first printing in the United 
States followed the landing of the Pil- 
grims at Plymouth Rock in 1620, and 
printing types and presses moved with 
the pioneers in opening up new fron- 
tiers. In 1639 a printing house opened 
at Cambridge, Mass. under supervision 
of Stephen Daye, a former locksmith 
of Cambridge, England. 

The first printing in Canada was 
done in 1752 when John Bushell of 
Boston moved his printing shop to 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. Twelve years 
later William Brown and Thomas Gil- 
more, -both of Philadelphia, became 
the first fully authenticated printers 
in Quebec.

On the Control of Couch Grass 


Couch Grass or Quack Grass 
control presents one of the toughest 
weed problems in Western Canada 
Intensive cultivation is still the only 
effective way of controlling large 
infestations of this*creeping peren- 
nial grass weed. A brief description 
of two common but distinetly differ 
ent cultural methods of fighting 
Couch Grass is’ presented here. 

Method I. his is the older 
method of Couch Grass control. It 
is based on the principle of exposing 
the lower stems and roots to the 
drying effects of wind and = sun 
during the hot, dry, midsummer 
period. It involves shallow plowing, 
stafting in mid-June, followed by 
repeated and deeper tilling as the 
season advances. The persistent use 
of the duckfoot or spring-toothed 
cultivator is necessary in order to 
bring the entire stem and_ root 
system to the surface. 

Method II. The object of this newer 
method of Couch Grass control is 
to starve the plants to death—a 
matter of exhausting the food sup- 
plies which are stored in the roots. 
It means repeatedly cutting-off the 
green portions of the plants. The 
one-way disk is a particularly effec- 
tive implement for this purpose. 
If the disks are kept sharp they will 
penetrate the toughest of sods, and 
make a thorough ‘cut’ at shallow 
depth. Diskings should commence 
about mid-June and continue at in- 
tervals of not more than two weeks 
during the summer and fall months. 

Whatever cultural method 

adopted, systematic, well - timed 
eultivations are necessary for suc- 
cess.

DO YOU GROW PERENNIAL 
FLOWERS? 

Herbaceous perennials are perhaps 
the most colorfu' of the flowering 
plants used by home owners in the 
beautification of their properties. 
Many of these perennials have been 
grown in Southern Alberta for many 
years. 

Peonies, iris (bearded),lilies and 
tulips make up the most important 
groups, though hardy chrysanthemums 
and perennial phlox do well in most 
years. These perennials seem to with- 
stand the rigors of Southern Alberta 
winters with their drying. chinooks, 

Optimum cultural practises are es- 
sential in growing herb 
aceous perennials. All require heavy 
applications of well-rotted barnyard 
manure as a top dressing in the-fall. 
This should be worked into the sei) 
as early in the spring as possible. All 
these perennia's, require an 
abundance of moisture for maximum 
bloom.

Plant rhizomes in July 
August that they may become 
established before winter sets in. Care 
must be taken not to plant too deeply 
Place the rhizomes so that they are 
just covered with soil. Smaller blooms 
are a sign of over_crowding and indi- 
cates that the roots shou'd be dug up 
and divided. Discard the old centre 
part and plant the young outer por- 
tions in fresh soil.

Set out lily bulbs in September or 
October before the soil freezes. Depth 
of planting varies for different species. 
Plant those with basal roots only, 
four to six inches deep, whi'e those 
with stem roots (above the bulb) as 
well as basal roots, from eight to 
ten inches. 

Tulip bulbs should be planted about 
the same time as lilies and at a depth 
of from five to seven inches, They 
will do best in full sun but will 
tolerate partial shade. After flowering 
allow the leaves to die down naturally. 
It is considered the best practise to 
dig them up after this time and to 
keep them in cool storage until fall 
when they are replanted, but they 
may be left in the ground. 

Numerous varieties of these peren- 
nials may be seen in the test plots 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lethbridge, Alta., and anyone 
interested in information on suitable 
varieties should write to the Station.
